Herb brought up the point that FCC regs have not changed, but there ap- 
pears to be a "stretching" of the regs, wherein amateur radio is being 
used for other types of communications not specifically authorized for 
ham use, or ham frequencies. From a government point of view, such as 
police work, hams are not to substitute, or he prime link. Info is con- 
tained in recent QST an HR. 


The can of worms was opened when Bill's (JZN's) editorial, was discus- 
sed. How to get more activity and hams, into the club? Suggestions in- 
cluded (a) Search for the younger set, possibly through activities to 
which they belong, such as Scouts, Science Clubs in school or personal 
contact with your neighbor's youngsters; (b) Special rates for school 
hams, whether junior high, senior high or college; (c) More activities 
related and unrelated to ham work, suchas square dancing, talks by ca~ 
pable persons including hams, or perhaps a periodic dinners like QCWA. 
Even considering having a business meeting andatechnical meeting dur- 
ing the month. The business meeting and a technical meeting during the 
month.

But the individual cost is presently 20 cents ({}36.00/mo) versus 7 cents 
or '14.00 per month, plus (after 1st year) /}3.33 a month to 200+ in- 
cluding the sending of the Feedline to schools and organizations having 
electronic classes or shops. You out there: '- give us some addresses. 
WASADA and KC8UQ made motions that our capable editor set necessary 
authorization. Motion carried. 


Ken WSEK, mentioned that the Post Office has a jaundiced eye on flyers 
having “come-one", such as prizes for a price.
